When they are toll there 
is little or no Reaſon for it, no peculiar Be- 
nefits annexed to the Performance of it ? 
Will not the Quakers be hardened in their 
Contempt of this moſt Holy Ordinance, when

ſo ſow and mean an Account given in the 
Church of England, of that Bread and Wine, 
which find called by no leſs Titles than 
the Body and Blood of Cbriſt, in Scripture ; 


and are told by their Guides, that they are 


every where ſo called, without any Diminu- 


tion, by the moſt early Fathers; yea, faid to 


be the very Body and Blood of Chriſt facri- 
ficed upon the Croſs? Will not their Prieſts 
alſo make a great Advantage of it, amongſt 
their own People ; and wn 6 great Uſe of it, 


as an Argument, amongſt ours, that the Doc- 


trine of the Church of E ngland, with reſpect 


to this Sacrament, with * to its Efficacy, 


and the Worthi neſs required of the Receivers 
of it, is taught to be ſo contrary to that, 
which is ſo plainly the Doctrine of the Pri- 
mitive Church, nay taught to be Socinian, 
and her Communion-Office Socinian allo. 
Will not the Non-communicant be encou- 


raged in his continued Negle& of this moſt

communicate, leſt they rejoice and triumpb.—

Thus have I endeavoured to guard myſelf
